Behind Risdon Brook Dam 

We were favoured with a mild, pleasant day. As 
there was not enough transport from the city, two 
members took the bus to Lindisfame terminus and were 
^hen 'ferried 1 put to the Dam where the party was joined 
by several other members. Our route led round the 

side of the dam - this area has been made most 
; attractive by the authorities, with large grassed 
areas, and groups of newly planted trees, AND a 
barbecue area. It should be an attractive family 
picnic place in the future. 

Owing to the start being later than expected, it was 
finally decided not to try to reach the Grass-trees 
but to browse round the hills nearer to the dam. 

Maidenhair fern was growing thickly in one of the 
valleys, and amongst its roots were found two native 
snails which were later taken to Mr. Dartnall at the 
Museum. Bird Observers were pleased to see fialf a 
dozen chestnut ' teal on the dam. Both the Spotted and-i 
the fellow-tipped pardalotes were rabout^ as well as 
green rosellas and' other birds. The day was so 
still it was a good day for bird watching.

SOUTH WEST NATIONAL PARK 


& well-attended Committee Meeting was held 
on Wednesday ^3rd June. The future development of 
the South West National Park was discussed and the 
following suggestions will be passed, by our delegate, 
to the South West Committee 0 

(a) That the wbnle area should be (on the lines of the 
Snowy Mountains National Parks in N.S.W.-) managed so 
that the area would have good standard buildings, 

and Bangers to police the area 0 

(b) That the area should be managed (under the Director 
of National Parks and Wildlife) by a specific Board 
which would develop and control the area 0 The Board 
should have adequate funds and authority to be able to 
keep to their agreed policy, no matter what agency 
they have to deal with - even the H.E.C. 

(c) That there should be full Tourist etc. development 
of par t of Port Davey, serviced preferably by road, 
and with an airstrip for light planes 0 This would 

be a base area from which agreed Mature Trails, Tracks 
to features etc., could be developed in areas suitable 
for this type of. thing* 

(d) That, as there were alreadyaa number of apcessible- 
alpine areas of various kinds, Mt* Anne and lake Judd 
should be left undeveloped - available for scientific 
research etc* - no road, because this could be a 
threat to its unspoiled existence* This is a very 
strong recommendation*

So that comparison can be made between the present 
Rules and the proposed amendments, here are the relevant 
parts.... 

1. The Club shall be called "The Tasmanian Field Naturalists* 
Club". Omit the word "The" 0 

2. The objects eEalhe Club shall be the encouragement of 
the study of nature and the collection, preservation 
and systematic classification of specimens, and the 
conservation of flora and fauna - these objects to be 
promoted by periodical meetings and excursions, the 
formation of a library, and the publication of papers 
and proceedings when deemed advisable. 

Alteration omit "and the collection, preservation 
and systematic classification of specimens". 

3. Add a fourth category of membership - 

Group membership which would include family, youth 
group, school, etc., under such conditions as the 
Committee shall determina 0 

Honorary Life Members :- omit "the nomination of any 
member as an Honorary Life Member shall be approved by 
the Committee and the election shall be conducted in the 
same manner as that of an ordinary member." 

Substitute 

This honour shall be granted by a General Meeting 
©n the recommendation of the Committee, The Roll of 
Honorary Life Members shall at no time exceed eight.

TASMANIAN FIELD NATURALISTS' CLUB - RULES AS AMENDED 1971 


1. The Club shall be called "Tasmanian Field Naturalists' Club". 

2. The objects of the Club shall be the encouragement of the study 
of nature and the conservation of flora and fauna - these objects 
to be promoted by periodical meetings and excursions, the 
formation of a Library and the publication of papers and 
proceedings when deemed advisable. 

3. The Club shall consist of (a) i Honorary Life Members 

(b) Ordinary Members 

(c) Junior Members 

(d) Group Members 

(a) Honorary Life Members shall be entitled to all the 
privileges of Ordinary Members and shall be Members who 
are distinguished for their attainments in Natural Sciences 
or have rendered outstanding services to the Club. This 
honour shall be granted by a General Meeting on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Committee. The Roll of Life Members shall 
at no time exceed eight. 

(b) An Ordinary Member shall, on his admission, pay the annual 
subscription as determined by the Committee from time to 
time, 50 cents to be allocated as payment for the monthly 
Bulletin. 

(c) Junior Members shall be under the age of sixteen years. 

The annual subscription of Junior Members shall be as 
determined from time to time, 50 cents to be allocated as 
payment for the monthly Bulletin. 

(d) Groups (Family, Youth Group, School etc.) as approved by 
the Committee shall be eligible for Membership in the same 





manner as Ordinary Members, and subject to such 
conditions as the Committee shall determine. Subscrip¬ 
tions for a Group shall be as determined from time to 
time by the Committee, 50 cents to be allocated as pay¬ 
ment for the monthly Bulletin. 

4. The Financial Year shall end on 31st December. Subscriptions 
are payable in advance. 

5. Candidates for admission shall be proposed and seconded in 
writing on the Club's application form. The Committee 
shall be authorised to approve applications. No person 
whose application has been approved shall be entitled to 
the privileges of membership until his subscription shall 
have been paid or whilst his subscription is in arrears. 

6. The Officers of the Club shall be a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, Honorary Secretary, Honorary Assistant Secretary, 
Honorary Treasurer, and a Committee of six Members. All 
Officers and Committee Members shall be elected annually 

at the Annual General Meeting in March. Written nomin¬ 
ations duly proposed and seconded by Members. and signed 
by the Nominee, shall be in the hands of the Secretary not 
later than two weeks before the Annual Meeting. The Presi¬ 
dent, Vice-Presidents, Honorary Secretary, Honorary 
Assistant Secretary, and Honorary Treasurer shall be ex- 
officio members of the Committee. At all meetings of the 
Committee six shall be a quorum. 

A Patron may be elected, such election to take place at the 
Annual General Meeting. 

7. A ny vacancy on the Committee may be filled by the Committee. 

Should any Member of the Committee fail to attend three 




consecutive meetings without leave of absence he shall be 
deemed to have resigned from office. 

8. The Committee shall have the general management of the Club's 
affairs and shall regulate and decide all matters not provided for 
in these Rules. 

9. The Committee shall remove from the Roll the name of any 
Member whose subscription is two years in arrears, or for other 
reasonable cause. In the latter case the Member shall be 
entitled to submit to the Committee such explanation as he may 
wish and may appeal to a General Meeting against the 
Committee's decision. 

10. Unless otherwise determined by the Committee, ordinary meetings 
for general business, lectures and the exhibition of specimens 
shall be held on the third Thursday in each month, except the 
months of December and January. 

11. The Annual Meeting of the Club shall be held in March in each 
year. At this meeting the Committee shall submit a report of the 
proceedings of the past year, and a financial statement duly 
certified by an Auditor who shall be elected at the Annual Meeting. 

12. It shall be the duty of the Honorary Treasurer to receive all 
donations and subscriptions due to the Club and to place same 
to the credit of the Club's Bank Account, to keep an account of 
all receipts and payments, and to produce such account, together 
with the Bank Pass Book at the meetings of the Committee. The 
Committee may appoint an Assistant Treasurer to assist in the 
collection of subscriptions. 

13. The Honorary Secretary shall conduct the correspondence of the 




Club, attend meetings, take minutes of the proceedings, keep 
a register of the names and addresses of all Members, issue 
the necessary notices and otherwise perform the usual 
secretarial duties. He shall have charge of the Library 
and other property of the Club. 

14. The Committee shall meet when necessary or at the request 

of not less than four of its members. 

15. These Rules can be altered only by a majority of two-thirds 
of the Members present and voting on the motion at a Special 
Meeting convened for the purpose by the President. Not 
less than seven days* notice of such me eting shall be given, 
and a copy of the proposed alteration shall accompany the 
notice. 

16. A Special Meeting of the Club shall be called by the Pres¬ 
ident at the written request of not less than ten Members. 

17. All the property of the Club shall be vested in the Officers 
of the Club for the time being, as Trustees for the Members. 

18. The Club shall not be liable fear any loss or injury suffered 
by a Member whilst attending any of the Club’s activities'.

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5. To speed up the admission of members, it is proposed 
that the Committee be authorised to approve applications 
which have been received ok the Club's Form, duly- 
signed by proposer, seconder and nominee. 

6 0 Omit - "A member may withdraw from the Club on paying 
all arrears, returning all books and other property 
which may have been borrowed from the Club, and giving 
due notice to the Secretary of his desire to resign.

This would allow for better 
organisation of nominations, and obviate the necessity 
of canvassing for,possible office-bearers, before the 
meeting, among those who happen to come to the first 
meeting of the year.

18o New Rule -

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THE WHITE-PAGED STORM PETREL 
AN OCEANIC BIRD 

A White-faced Storm Petrel was picked up recently 
on Long Beach, Sandy Bay. 

Although this bird breeds, presumably, on the 
off-shore islands round Tasmania, it is not often 
seen in this area owing to the fact that it is an 
oceanic bird. 


CATTLE EGRETS 

These birds, which have been seen all the winter 
are now getting their breeding plumage. JUheir breasts, 
which are normally pure white, are now showing a 
distinct reddish wash. Very soon, therefore, we might 
expect them to take off for their breeding places, 
probably the mainland of Australia. 

Colour plates of the Cattle Egret in breeding 
plumage can be found on_ pages 29 and 33 of 

A Field Guide to Australian Birds -Peter Slater. 
Range of cattle egrets - the accompanying notes tell 
us that these egrets were formerly only in Eurasia 
and Africa, but in recent decades have spread to 
America, Australia and New Zealand - being rare 
vagrants in Tasmania and New Guinea. 

They feed near cattle and other large grazing 
mammals in swamps and meadows, and nest colonially 
in trees, bushes and reeds near water. 

The birds under observation have been in the 
Austin's Ferry area.

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Report of October Outing to Austin's Perry Area. 

About two hours were spent on the river shores north 
from Austin's Perry Railway Station, with the primary object 
of searching for orchids. The area now occupied by 
Risby's timber mill used to be a particularly good spot 
for a large range of terrestrial orchids, but this is now 
lost, and our search did not extend that far. 

Several patches of leaves of a Helmet Orchid (Corybas) 
were found but no flowers - not surprising because these 
are all winter flowering species. One Trim Greenhood 
(Pterostylis concinna) was found, the only one of that 
genus. Some Leopard orchids (Uiuris maculata) were found, 
but all well past their prime, and quite a number of budding 
tigers (Diuris sulphurea). It was surprising that only 
one wax-lip (Glossodia major) was found flowering. 

The Caladenia genus was well represented by the Pink 
Pingers (C. camea). and after much searching a few Tailed 
Spiders (C. caudataj were found, but most of them were over. 

One plant in full flower was collected and is confid¬ 
ently believed to be the Spiny Tongued Caladenia (C. echid- 
na-^chila). While the segments and the tail of the labellum 
are not as long as a typical specimen this flower ghows 
sufficient of the characteristics of the species to be 
accepted as such. 

A few Microtis leaves and buds were also found, and 
two small patches of Thelumitra buds, believed to be 
T. pauciflora. 

After lunch we searched briefly on the bank on 
Risby's property overlooking the Modland Highway but found 
very few orchids there. C. Camea and B. Major were well 
represented, and a few D. maculata also. Buds of Microtis 
and a calochilus (a Bearded Orchid) were found too. 

In both areas we searched there was a prolific growth 
of grass which may well have been sheltering other plants r 
we did not see 0 

We then proceeded to Gould's Lagoon at the foot of 
Ten Mile Hill, stopping briefly on the way to see the 
Cattle Egret near the woodyard. This bird, now in full 
breeding plumage, ^s in company with two others until a re 
week ago but the latter birds, which showed no trace of 
breeding plumage and were assumed to be immatures, have 
apparently returned to the mainland on their normal 
migration. 

At Gould's Lagoon we had excellent views of a good 
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variety of waterfowl - Black Swan, Black Duck. Chestnut 
Teal, Grey Teal, White-eyed. Duck (1 male only) and a pair 
of Blue-winged Shoveler. It is not often that the two 
last-named are seen on the Lagoon, though they are not un¬ 
common on the river. A Black Duck had a brood of 9 young 
and the Grey Teal a brood of 8. 

Native hens and Bald Coots were seen to advantage, 
also a pair of Spur-winged Plover and several Welcome 
Swallows and Tree Martins skimming over the surface. 

No Crakes or Little Grass Birds were seen.
